[EVIDENCE OF FOUL PLAY 

From Thef Evening Post, Monday 
With the discovery of the body of Alma Kellner in the cellar of 
John's school the shadow Las been lifted from part of the mystery 
it surrounded the disappearance of the child since December 8. 
Father Schuhmann, the pastor of St. .John's church, this after- 
noon told an Evening Post reporter that an odor which arose from 
he cellar where the body of Alma Kellner was found and which 
loubtless came from the corpse, caused him to set the plumbers to 
Work and led to the discovery of the body. 

The room just above the cellar had been used as a meeting place 
Jby church societies. Father Schuhmann said that when he noticed 
■the odor he spoke of it to the present janitor. Mr. Worth, who sum 
med the plumbers. 
The police are now confronted with the solution of the remain- 
der, the mystery as to how the child met her frightful fate and the 
[running down of the guilty. 

At noon the housekeeper at St. John's school was taken to the 
City Hall to be questioned by Chief of Detectives Carney. This was 
bone for the purpose of developing all information the housekeeper 
might have of interest. 

Father Schuhmann said to the Evening l'ost: "I»m DWblc to 
fcnd a theory. As for suspicions. I have none. I deplore the affair 
mn account of the congregation."

|ved at the church and held a conference with Father Schuhmann 
Wrapped in a piece of rotting carpet, and covered with three or 
iches of mud and rubbish, the body was found today in an un- 
i cellar under the building of St John's Parochial School, 706 
t Walnut Street. The ghastly discovery was made by Kiehurd B, 
tyeet, who works for the contracting lirm of Haller & Zehndcr, and 
ho was engaged in pumping out the cellar when the body was un- 
thed. 

Mr. Sweet had pumped out the cellar and was engaged in scoop- 
Z up the mud on the floor when his spade struck a bundle wrapped 
la piece of carpet, shortly after 9:30 o'clock today. On examina- 
\n he found that the bundle contained a badly decomposed body of 
lild, and upon unwrapping it in the dim light, he disclosed the legs, 
§>ni which the flesh had fallen, but to which the shoes still clung. 

Mr. Sweet hastily mounted to the first door of the school and 
§tified the Rev. George Schuhmann, pastor of St. John's church, 
5 in turn notified Chief of Police Lindsey. Chief Lindsey notified 
jank Fehr, a cousin of Alma Kellner, and in company with his bro- 
fer-in-law, George Kramer, Mr. Fehr proceeded at once to the scene.

Frankfort. Ky.— The magnltleenl 
new capitol building is dedicated. In 
the presence of a large gathering ot 
citizens, promlneni men and politi- 
cians who had come to Frankfort to 
do honor to the occasion, the dedlca 
tory ceremonies took place Thursday. 

The exercises began at an early 
hour In the morning by the firing of a 
signal gun at the arsenal and were 
not concluded until a late hour 
night. Three addresses, two of them 
•hort, were delivered at the formal 
exercises held In the new build 
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conveyances. The reception commit 
tees were kept busy welcoming the 
arrivals. 

The exercises in the Capitol began 
shortly after noon. The address ol 
welcome was made by Mayor James 
H. I'olsgrove on behalf of the city. He 
was followed by Augustus K. Willson 

Former Cov. 1. C. W. Ueckham, 
under whose administration the erec- 
tion of tin' building was started, also 
made a short address. 

The principal address of the day 
was made by Senator W. O. Itradley 
who was introduced to the assemblage 
by Gov.

Sorr.e Historic Facts. 

OS December I, 17T<.. Kentucky 
County was established by Virginia 
out ot I 'ini ant le County. In the spring 
of ITS:: Kentucky was erected Into a 
district and a "Cour' of Criminal as 
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each militia company in the district. 
No definite results were secured, ae 
the Virginia Legislature prescribed 
inch restrictions as were not accept 
able to the leaders of the district. 

Much political excitement followed, 
and it was only after seven conven- 
tions were held that ihe eighth convo- 
cation secured such concessions from 
the mother state as were acceptable, 
and called the ninth convention to 
meet in Danville in April, 1791, to form 
a State Constitution, Congress having 
on February 4, 1791. passed an act ad- 
mitting Kentucky Into the Fnion.

The First Constitution 

The members of the ninth and final 
convention were elected in December, 
1791, met the following April, and 
formed the first constitution. This 
constitution was adopted by the people 
In May, 1792, and Isaac: Shelby was 
elected governor. The legislature 
e lec ted at the same time met at Isl- 
ington In June of the same year and 
fixed upon Frankfort as the future 
permanent seat of government. The
